-Does your class consist ot strangers, whom you see every week but 
don't really know? 

-Are you bursting with complaints or suggestions, but have no one 
who will really listen? 

Well? Fellow Students! Take Heart! We are now the proud suppor- 
ters of CLASS REPRESENTATIVES! We no longer have to suffer the indigni- 
ties of being left in the "Dark"! 

That all-Supreme Being-our Evening Student Council, represents the 
interests of evening students to the Faculty & Administration. We are 
remotely aware that it exists - but how many students actually come in 
contact with their council? The E.S.C. has at last, come up with a 
liaison - "The Class Representative" who is to serve as a relay runner 
between the E.S.C. and the evening students. He will be receiving infor- 
mation and matertal from the E.S.C. concerning coming events. (If this had 
been in effect before the Wine & Cheese - everyone would have shown up!) 
Facilities - (those who have wanted to organize workshops, why not in one 
of the students' lounges?) - and services available to the evening student 
and will communicate these things to the class. 

These Class Reps are most willing and anxious to receive sugges-— 
tions and complaints, (could there be any!) from class members about 
problems and activities and relay them back to the E.S.C. We cannot allow 
our class rep to just sit there. He really is important! He is the basis 
of student government in the college and there are too many issues to be 
put into effect to let this ride. 

Let us see how the following reps have reacted to their being 
elected . .. . cornered? ... . told they were going to be class reps? 

Robert Schenk, taking three! courses in the evening has been elect- 
ed (on top of that heavy schedule) as class rep for English 101. He 
stressed quite strongly that he thinks his most important function is to 
encourage class participation and that the Student's Council is not in 
effect for the sole purpose of social events. He is extremely enthusias- 
tic, which is a pleasure to see, is willing to get involved into bringing 
his class to an awareness of college life and closer to the Student's 
Council. ; 

Judy Ann Wall, a nurse, is class rep for Math 101, Section I. Not 
only is it a full day on her feet, but it also includes shift work. And 
yet, she is taking on the responsibilities of a C.R. "People in the class 
do not know one another, nor do they take an interest in what is going on. 
Why should only the day classes have access to facilities, information 
at Loyola," she says. She wants to bring this awareness to her class. It 
will be difficult - but the desire is there. 

Gary Kenyon, was the first rep to be elected. He is in business 
and volunteered for the position. He had been in the day division for a 
year and finds that though there is a tremendous difference going to night 
school; the people (older, experienced in business) that he has encountered 
have given him a broader view of life and the working world. He is ambi- 
tious in believing that it takes one person to start the ball rolling. 
Hence, the class rep. He is also very sure of class reaction, once some- 
thing is organized. 


Joseph Asch, is married! Taking three! science courses and + 
teaches during the day. He says there is a distinct lack of communication 
between the class and E.S.C. He has been taking evening courses for the 
past few years and though his science class has moved up together year by 
year, those graduating, want to know if perhaps various areas of concentra- 
tion (eg. chemistry) can be formed as class for next year - 90% of science 
students, according to Joseph, are in favour of continuing in majors, and 
why can this not be introduced at Loyola? What about the possibilities of 
access to labs. in the evenings after their courses. Fifty per cent of 
those science students are fully in charge. of labs in factories and compa- 
nies, during the day. Doesn't that make these students responsible 
enough to organize workshops for lab work? Though a science student is 
piled up with assignments and has a tighter schedule than the arts student, 
he uses many of the facilities at college and therefore, wants to do his 
share as best he can. 

Rosalie Massie, Class Rep of Psychology 201. Volunteered. 

Not too enthusiastic to start, realized that college is more than facts 
learned in class. "There are so many other wonderful influences - 
interpersonal relationships - and education should be obtained not just 
in books. Workshops, organizing of small groups to discuss, to become 
aware, not just socially. We have to start communicating - whether we 
take the same courses or not. Can we not learn from one another? Combin- 
ing and associating knowledge we acquire; social intercourse is essential 
- we are starting slowly, but the enthusiasm, once shown, can definitely 
become contagious.". 

Last but not least, is the Class Rep of my French Class 2243 

Ian Ferguson, Who is a day student attending one class in the 
evenings, His attitude is such that "class reps should be working not so 
much from the direction of Students' Council to classroom, but within 
classroom to individual students. "The class rep is not a blood drive, or 
carnival ‘con man' but rather student-professor relationship and inter- 
classroom furthering of their cause - which ultimately is education. I am 
not ignoring the fact that the Prof. is of prime importance in setting 
such a participatory procession in motion. I assume my enemy to be the 
apathy which is spreading and suffocating most of the evening students, 
therefore, I feel it is my responsibility to either knock down the prof- 
essor's image or subgrade the students, so that teaching and learning can 
occur on the same level. Hell! I'm an idealist!" 

The above are examples of evening class representation. They can- 
not and should not be left to do this job alone and without the complete 
support of their classes, they will not be able to carry to the fullest 
the tremendous potentiality of Class Representatives, ***

Dear Editor, 

I sincerely hope that you publish this letter in the next edition 
of SAD NEWS, as it contains some very vital information directed to all 
Evening Students and especially to all Day Students, who feel they are 
superior to us "Dumb Night Owls". After having read the Jan. 13, 1969 
edition of SAD NEWS, I knew I could not possibly put off this letter any 


longer. 
This is my first year at Loyola and I am taking three courses at night, 
just another one of those "Second Class Citizens". It was not my choice 


to attend evening classes and quite honestly I disliked the whole idea of 
it. One day, I decided to visit a few of my friends who were attending 
day college; you know, the first class citizens: Well that did it. 
Seeing my colleagues attending day school, made me realize how fortunate 
I was to attend evening college. Yes, I said FORTUNATE. If you can 
recover from your temporary state of shock, I will tell you why. Most of 
the students were comglomerated in a small little cafeteria catching up 
on the latest gossip. After having spent half the day finding out who is 
going out with whom, they decided to attend various social activities and 
perhaps if time permitted, they would drop in on a lecture. Those who 
were too lazy to come to school, had themselves a long "grasse matinee" 
and decided to declare a holiday that particular day. 

Instead of spending our day foolishly, we night students work and earn 
the money to support our night courses. Although we are detached from the 
normal college life, we still receive the same type of instructions as 
day students. In fact, because the majority of us wise owls are a little 
older than our "first class citizens", we tend to take our courses more 
seriously, thus obtaining better grades.
